Paul Dean, 24, is an honor 
student belonging to Alpha 
Gamma Sigma. He is one of the 
most out-spoken speakers of the 
senate and is chairman of the 
communications committee. Also 
he serves as vice-chairman of the 
Rules committee and is co-chair- 
man of the constitutional revis- 
ion committee. He has served in 
Vietnam as the rank of major 
on the American Embassy staff 
‘and as a provisional advisor to 
our pacification program there. 


In the past, student govern- 
ment has been generally char- 
acterized by lack luster adminis- 
trations which seemed to be ded- 
icated solely to perpetuating the 
reign of the neophyte bureau- 
crats of a select clique. Student 
government of Santa Ana Col- 
lege is in need of a blood trans- 
fusion and the remedy is new 
blood. 


This “new blood” is in the 
form of a new administration 
which can redirect student gov- 
ernment into being responsive to 
the desires and problems of the 
student body. The usual proce- 
dure is for the prospective candi- 
date to tell the students what he 
thinks the students want. This is 
rather like putting the cart be- 
fore the horse. The student body 
should be the element telling the 
student government what it de- 
sires. Therefore, as student body 
president, I propose an Evolu- 
tionary administration in lieu of 
making promises (most of which 
are not kept) to special interest 
groups on campus. There are 
7,000 students attending this col-

student government. By evolu- 
tionary, I mean that the desires 
of the student body will direct 
the course of government action. 
This brings up the major prob- 
lem of establishing communica- 
tions between students and their 
government. 


It has been the established 
practice to use the policy of poli- 
tical patronage to fill appointive 
positions, and as a side effect, 
some positions even go unfilled. 
To open up the student to a wid- 
er spectrum of students, all posi- 
tions for which the president is 
responsible for filling will be 
open to petition. Any student in- 
terested in these offices may pe- 
tition the president and the of- 
fices will be filled according to 
merit. 


Additionally, the president is 
usually hard to find and any 
business to be conducted is us- 
ually accomplished through 
chance encounters. If elected, 
presidential office hours will be 
posted so that students will be 
able to contact their government. 


To make student government 
truly responsive, I propose the 
creation of a Commissioner of 
Campus Relations, and accom- 
panying staff, to be a part of the 
president’s cabinet. It will be 
the responsibility of this com- 
mission to be the vehicle for stu- 
dent aspirations and greivances. 
Students with ideas or problems 
concerning their position at SAC 
may contact this commission and 
it will then be the commission’s 
duty to take appropriate action 
and inform the student body of 
the results.

rent ASB government activities 
will be continued and expanded.

Avante-Art 
Theatre To 
Be Shown - 


Fresh and frank entertainment 
will explode in a multiplex of 
sound, kaleidoscopic visual pro- 
jections and experimental thea- 
ter, when the Newport Harbor 
Art Museum presents two even- 
ings of avant-garde Theater 
Pieces in the historic Balboa Pa- 
vilion on January 10 and 11, 
1969, The performances, for both 
evenings, will take place on the 
entire second floor of the turn- 
of-the-century Pavilion ballroom 
at 8:30 p.m. Admission is by 
ticket only. A special discount is 
offered to college students. 


“The Trial of Anne Opie 
Wehrer and Unknown Accom- 
plices for Crimes Against Hu- 
manity”’ (January 10) is based 
on the traumatic events in the 
life of its main character, Anne 
Opie Wehrer, a blue blood South- 
ern debutante written up by 
Walter Winchell. The structure 
of the piece remains the same, 
the content, however, from per- 
formance to performance, is of 
great fluidity, changing with 
each performance, depending on 
how Anne feels that night. 

Through a piercing question 
and answer format, the piece 
delves into individual committ- 
ment and the disturbing social 
problems of the day through 
Anne Wehrers ‘‘esponses. The 
Trial draws heavily on _ social 
comment via a flash-back mon- 
tage of pictures — actual docu- 
ments from Anne Wehrer’s past. 

“The Wolfman Motor City Re- 
view” (January 11) takes a mod- 
ish and penetrating glance of 
where LOVE is today through a 
three dimensional format similar 
to the old stage review. The 
Wolfman is a pop music char- 
acter created by the leader of 
the ONCE Group, composer 
Robert Ashley. 

The review is simulated in 
three succinct acts with the com- 
plement of a light show and 
music of folk, hard rock and 
country strains. The last part of 
the piece builds up to an unin- 
hibited, smashing climax of the 
amplified “now” sound. 

The presentation of the Thea- 
ter Pieces is another step by the 
Museum in its continuing en- 
deavor to explore all facets of 
20th century art. The ONCE 
Group has received wide expos- 
ure on the East Coast and Mid- 
west, and have gained recogni- 
tion for its extemporaneous bril- 
liance on stage. 

The members of the ONCE 
Group include Mary Ashley, a 
painter and graphic designer for 
the Architectural Research 
Laboratory at the  Univer- 
sity of Michigan; Ashley, a 
composer with the Sonic Arts 
Group of New York; Cynthia 
Liddell, a fashion designer and 
owner of the Plaster of Paris 
shops in Michigan; George Manu- 
pelli, an artist and film-maker 
and members of the faculty of 
the School of Architecture and 
Desffn at the University of 
Mjfhigan; Anne Wehrer, the cur- 
rent President of the Dramatic 
Arts Center; and Harold Borkin 
and Joseph Wehrer, architects 
and members of the faculty of 
the Schoo lof Architecture and 
Design at the University of 
Michigan. 

Tickets are available througn 
the Museum and seating will 'e 
limited.

Fun, Excitement Draw Many 


For Road Rallying Meetings 


“Gentlemen, start your en- 
gines!”” This is the sound echo- 
ing throughout the Southland, as 
car rallies, an old fad, are being 
reborn. 


Back in the late forties and 
early fifties, car:rallies were the 
craze of the time. These rallies 
were mainly the same but the 
judging had a tendency to be 
harder. The routes were about 
20 miles long, and the cars were 
required to be within 5 miles of 
the designated distance. 


Today, a rally ends at a desig- 
nated spot and the judges eval- 
uate time and mileage to be com- 
pared to the other car entries. 
As long as the entry has the 
shortest time and lowest mileage 
(taking into consideration that 
the car may not have a decreas- 
ed mileage of less than five miles 
of the course) even though 20 
miles over the designated dis- 
tance, he wins if he has the low- 
est number of points. 

Last March, six to ten car ral- 
lies were held. March 29, a car 
rally, sponsored by Tau Omega, 
off-campus girls club of Santa 
Ana High School, took place at 
Orange Park (O. J. Hart Mem- 
orial Park). First and second- 
place drivers were from Saddle- 


back High and Anaheim High 
Schools, respectively. Third place 
went to a pair of sophomores at- 
tending SAHS. Bob Gibson was 
the driver and Don Rand oper- 
ated as the shotgun. 


“The course was 52 miles long 
and we came up with 49 miles, 
only three miles short of the des- 
ignated distance,’ stated Bob. 
“After we signed in at the third 
check point we got lost, but we 
finally found a street which we 
knew that led us back to the 
finish. 


“The course took us from the 
foothills of Tustin to El Toro 
Marine Base and back. Between 
blowing our minds and listening 
to the radio, we were able to 
collect a spectacular trophy,” 
commented Bob. 


Don Rand also commented that 
he is the best navigator in the 
country, but wishes more people 
would come on the rallies to give 
him rougher competition. 

“Advertising the rally and get- 
ting enough people to come is 
the main problem. The Car Rally 
was a complete success, but peo- 
ple are still needed to make it 
a stiffer competition rally,” stat- 
ed Jane Pershall, former presi- 


dent of Tau Omega.
